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Mary Mackey’s new 
book tells an old story 


By ROBERTA ALEXANDER 


HOUSAND OAKS — Novelist Mary Mackey tried 
to envision a world in which all men were not ag- 
gressive and all women were not domestic. 


The result is the just-released “The Last Warrior 
Queen,” set 5,000 years ago in Mesopotamia, and dealing, 
the author says, with “the psychology of love.” 

“Tt was a challenge for me to create a society where 
women had easy assertive power,” Mackey said. “But I 
didn’t simply want role reversals. I was looking for the 
human element that transcends gender.” 

Mackey’s universe is not a utopia. “It is a society with 
real problems. For example, the city has a serious spiritual 


Mackey, who is in her late 30s, is a professor of En- 
glish and writer-in-residence at California State University 
in Sacramento. She did a great deal of research as back- 
ground for “Warrior Queen.” 

“Part of my research was to live on a rural commune, 
to understand what it was like to withdraw from modern 


_ She said her chosen time was a difficult one to research 
because it preceded the development of writing. So in the 

j absence of direct evidence, she studied Both mythology and

She read accounts of archaeological digs, looked at 
artifacts, studied the weather, the ecology and the goddess 
religion. The book’s main character, Inanna, is a healer, 
and Mackey — who calls the study of herbs one of her 
hobbies — was able to draw on her own experience of 


But although Mackey researched the past in order to 
give her novel an authentic flavor, she maintains that 
human nature has not changed much in 5,000 years. In a 
sense, her book has a very contemporary subject: 

“Tt’s about a woman trying to balance love and work.

The BART board on Thursday re- 
ferred to Bianco’s engineering com- 
mittee a proposal by San Mateo 
County to run BART lines to the 
airport. 

San Mateo County had refused to 
join the BART district and pay taxes 
in 1962 when the district was formed. 
It has been been served, neverthe- 
lesss, by a large Daly City BART 
station placed within San Mateo 
County borders. 

Before the press conference, Bian- 
co declared that the airport connec- 
tion would destroy hopes for extend- 
ing BART routes from the existing 
Richmond and El Cerrito stations 


further into the West County, due to 
lack of finances. 

“They will never build out here if 
that happens,”’ he said, referring to 
the airport plan. 

Boatwright told reporters that the 
“moral responsibility” to first extend 
the rails into east Contra Costa Coun- 
ty including Antioch is based upon 
the promise made to taxpayers when 
they voted for the district and taxes 
20 years ago. 

Plans shown to the voters included 
east county routes, he said. 

The moral was turned into a “legal 
responsibility” by his bill, Boatwright

Solar heater 
for Albany pool?

LBANY — If it proves cost-ef- 

fective, the Albany Unified 

Schoo] District may install a 
solar hot water heating system at the 
Albany pool. 

District business manager John 
Fike said the district is beginning to 
request bids from contractors. Bids 
are due May 2 at 10 a.m. in the dis- 
trict office on Talbot Avenue. The 
district also will consider proposals 
for other systems that recover heat 
and save energy. 

“Tt wasn’t any one person’s idea,” 
Fike said. “It was a combined effort 
of all of us to conserve energy and 
save dollars.” 

The district will install a solar 
heating system only if it produces en- 
ergy at a lower cost than the present 


system. (The pool and the adjacent 
showers are currently heated by a 
natural gas boiler.) The board of 
education will consider estimated en- 
ergy cost savings for a five-year peri- 
od 


The solar heating system would be 
owned and maintained by the con- 
tractor, but the district eventually 
could purchase the system. The con- 
tractor must finance the project so 
there will be no initial cost to the dis- 
trict. 

One possible arrangement is the 
formation of a “micro-utility compa- 
ny” which would allow the contractor 
to sell the energy generated by the 
system to the district at a price which 
both parties have agreed upon. The 
district now purchases energy from

He recalled that the law was 
adopted by the state legislature in 
1979 over heavy opposition by in- 
fluential peninsula politicians. 

“Tf I can get a bill passed, I can stop 
a bill,” Boatwright said of a predic- 
tion made Thursday by BART 
Director Barc Simpson of Walnut 
Creek that San Mateo County and its 
Supporters can muster the votes to get 
a new bill to nullify the Boatwright 
law. 

Boatwright, of Concord, suggested 
that Simpson ‘... should take a 
third-grade reader’s course. Then he 
may understand my bill.” 

The bill, he said, makes it a legal 
requirement that all district funds 
must be expended first for service 
committments made when the district 
was formed. 

These include Antioch, Pittsburg, 
Livermore, Fremont and other areas 
within the three counties — Contra 
Costa, San Francisco and Alameda — 
that formed the district and have 
been paying property taxes to it since 
that time. 

The West County extension plan 
was developed years after the original 
plans, and is not protected by the 
Boatwright bill. But the law seeks to 
prevent diversion of future financing 
to San Mateo that Bianco believes 
would squeeze out all future West 
County money. 

Boatwright predicted that if the 
BART board ever decides to pass a 
resolution to spend money for San 
Mateo County, a lawsuit will be filed 
to prevent it. 

“Any judge can read my bill and 
will have to implement it,” he said.

Bianco said he has apparently been 
able to prevent the creation of a se- 
parate task force to study the San 
Mateo proposal.“‘They were trying to 
bypass my engineering committee,” 
he said. 

The studies will be handled by the 
committee that includes himself and 
BART directors John Glenn of Fre- 
mont and Eugene Garfinkle of San 
Francisco. The other two men favor 
the airport connection, according to 
Bianco: 

“T am the only district director who 
today is opposed,” he added. 

Boatwright and Bianco emphasized 
that they have no objections to the 
annexation of San Mateo County into 
the BART district just as long as the 
outsiders ‘buy in.” 

This means San Mateo County 
would pay the matching costs of 
BART construction within its borders 
and shoulder the current tax burden 
as well. 

“As it stands, San Mateo County 
wants a free ride at the expense of 
taxpayers in the three counties, 
Boatwright said. 

He added that the wording of his 
bill preventing use of district funds 
for projects outside the three counties 
is important because 20-percent 
matching funds are required for each 
federal grant. 

Boatwright stated that there is no 
chance that the matching fund re- 
quirement will be waived.

Like many writers, she has worked at many jobs, in- 
cluding years of secretarial work while earning her doctor- 
ate. She’s also worked on the women’s page of a newspa- 
per, been a waitress and a sound recordist, all more oner- 
ous for a writer than her current teaching and counselling 
of students. 

“Writing looks so glamorous, but it is really very hard 
work, It’s just that all the hard work is hidden,” she said. “I 
sometimes think it’s like having 20 jigsaw puzzles dumped 
out on the table, and they are all blue.

A prolific rewriter, Mackey said that some of the 
book’s chapters were rewritten 14 or 15 times. ““And some 


e carved a small, elaborate comb out of bone and 
spent hours combing out her hair, losing himself in 
the feel of her presence. She seemed to find it 
amusing that he would want to touch her in this way, So- 
metimes he reminded her of her sister, she told him. “J 
think there’s a woman hiding inside you, Enkimdu,” she 


wasn’t sure how she meant that, for it seemed among her 
own people only the women were gentle; yet he could sense 
that she felt there was something wrong with that gentle- 
ness, that it was a bit shameful to her. He’d learned her 
language; she’d learned his, but how little they really knew 
about each other. He tried to imagine what her childhood 
must have been like, dragged from place to place; living in 
a tent that was cold in the winter and hot in summer, never 
having quite enough to eat.

L CERRITO — Many citizens of the city of El 

Cerrito volunteer their time and talents to enhance 

the living environment in our city. I would like to 
share with you some of the information about one way in 
which individuals have served their community by partici- 
pating in the police reserves. 


The Reserve Unit presently serves as a valuable addi-_ 


tion to the city’s police staff. Its organi- zation and func- 
tional configuration evolved from what was originally a 
civil defense group of auxiliary police established in 1950. It 
consists of a group of citizens living in and around El Cer- 
rito. The reserve officer and the city share in the expense of 
his or her equipment and uniform. The organization is 
purely voluntary; the individual reserve officers receive no 
compensation from the city, and may not perform any 
other police-related functions outside of their services to 
the city of El Cerrito. 

The unit is under the supervision of the director of the 
police reserve unit, who is a memeber of the regular de- 
partment with the rank of lieutenant. He is assisted by the 
assistant director, a regular department sergeant, and the 
Teserve coordinator, a regular department sergeant, and 
the reserve coordinator, a regular department patrolman.

How the police reserves 
are blessing to the city 


The units offices consist of a president, vice president, 
secretary/treasurer, two squad leaders and rangemaster 
who are appointed and serve at the discretion of the chief 
of police. 

A monthly meeting of all reserves is held and reserve 
officers are required to maintain proficiency in many skills 
demanded of police patrol officers through attendance at 
continuing training sessions held at the Public Safety Re- 
serve Center on Ashbury Avenue and other sites. Each 
reserve is required to donate a monthly minimum of 16 
hours per month to the city. Many exceed this amount on a 
regular basis. 

The reserve officer must complete a basic state-ap- 
proved police reserve officer course of 80 hours under the 
aegis of a community college district before he or she may

Protest over Chevron 
lubricating oil plant en

laced with a third rejection, environmentalists say 

they have given up their battle against construction of 

a $600 million Chevron USA lubricating oil plant in 
Richmond. 

Citizens for a Better Environment will not sue the re- 
finery, CBE attorney Nick Arguimbau said Monday of a 
last resort earlier considered by his group. 

“We have limited resources, and will have to chalk this 
up to experience,” Arguimbau said of a decision handed 
down by the appeal board of the Bay Area Air Quality 
District. 

At the same time, he added, the environmental group 
has gained a legal point that will enable it to pursue future 
campaigns against other Bay Area refinery expansion 
plans. 

In a terse statement, the board last week rejected 
CBE’s 20-page petition seeking a rehearing and alleging 
that operation of the new lube plant, to be part of Chev- 
ron’s big refinery in Richmond, will create more air pollu- 
tion. 

A use permit was issued last year by the air quality 
district, based upon evidence submitted by Chevron during 
extensive hearings. 

Company spokesmen testified that overall air pollu- 
tion will be reduced at the Richmond refinery when the 
lube plant is completed. 

Although there may be more pollution on certain days 
or in certain areas of the refinery, these will be offset by 
lower pollutions levels elsewhere, they said in explaining 
the “bubble” concept.

PTA, says a school’s parents may raise anywhere from se- 
veral hundred dollars to $10,000, 

Since most schools have PTAs, they provide the basis 
for parent fund-raising. The international PTA network is 
the largest volunteer organization in the world, according 
to Stevie Greenlaw, president of Los Cerros PTA Coun- 
cil. 

Some schools have formed their own parent groups 
rather than participate in the national PTA program, which 
requires local chapters to contribute to the national organi- 
zation, 

Tara Hills School switched from a PTA to a parents’ 
group two years ago. 

“We did that so they could spend the money they col- 
lect on the kids here and not have to contribute to the na- 
tional group,” says Principal Sewell. 

Sewell credits the parent group for Tara Hills having 
some of the highest math, language arts, and reading scores 
in the district. 

“If it wasn’t for the parents’ group, a lot of our pro- 
grams would be cut,” he says. 

In John Swett, parents and school officials have pooled 
their fund-raising efforts this year and formed the Car- 
quinez Public Education Foundation to coordinate activi- 
ties by PTAs, parent groups, booster clubs, and other orga- 
nizations, 

“We felt it was better to have one group raise $5,000 at 
one time, than to raise $100 here and $200 there,” says 
Schleich, who also is the foundation’s president. 

Since its creation, the Carquinez Foundation has 
raised more than $4,000, The money has gone for a gifted 
student program and to purchase microscopes and scales 
for science classes. 

Parental support generally goes to support such vul- 
nerable programs as music, arts, and sports. 

The PTAs at the two elementary schools in Hercules, 
for instance, made the music program the focus of their 
efforts. The two groups succeeded in persuading the City 
Council that it should fund the music program. 

But recently several groups have also made special ef- 
forts to buy computers for their schools, 

A carnival held last spring at Tara Hills School raised 
$6,000 to buy nine computers, one for each classroom. And 
the Hillview PTA is hoping to raise $5,000 for computers 
this year. 

“We figured that we’ve entered the computer’ age,” 
says Fasarman, Hillview PTA president. “And computers 
don’t come cheap.” ‘ 

Along with the computers, Fasarman says the PTA 
would like to donate money to train teachers in using the 
machines. 

“We've found that whenever we’ve given equipment 
or machinery, it may just lie around unused unless so- 
meone is trained in how to use it,” she says. 

Nonetheless, Fasarman said PTAs may be going too 
far in paying for teacher training. 

“The state really should be paying for that,” she says. 
“Moms and dads shouldn’t be paying for teachers to go to 
school. : 

Fasarman acknowledges that there are inequities-in 
volunteer fund-raising. 

“It’s unfair for one school to get more just because it 
happens to be in a richer area,” she says. 

For this reason, Fasarman often encourages parents to 
donate time rather than money. 

Hercules Elementary has received almost $7,000 in do- 
nations from their PTA group, but none of that money will 
go to computers. 

“This school is'so far behind the times, that we’re just 
trying to take care of the basic things,” says Princpal 
Charles Forcier. “Computers are down the road a ways.” 

Forcier says money from the PTA: has gone to buy 
workbooks and to put in lawn sprinklers. 

There is also a danger, say PTA officials, that the state 
will begin to take parental support for granted. 

“The Legislature may see this support and feel that, 
hence, they are not responsible,” says Morrison. 

Because of this, says Fasarman, some PTAs loan — 
rather than donate — items to schools. 

“If the school is closed, the PTA still has control over 
what it gave the school and can move it to where the major- 
ity of kids are transferred.”

s there a connection between cancer and diet? Dr. Gio 

Batta Gori, vice president of the Franklin Institute Re- 

search Center and editor of ‘‘Nutrition and Cancer,” 
conservatively indicates that there is. 

2Said Gori, addressing health professionals and jour- 
nalists at a recent nutrition symposium in Phoenix, Ariz., 
“Its components are not known as absolute fact, but the 
road is marked. We are living longer and we are healthier 
now than ever before in time. The guidelines: prudence, 
variety, moderation, and faith in the adaptability of the 
human organism.” 

Sponsored by the Beef Councils of six western states 

and the Texas Cattle Feeders Association, the two-day 
nutrition symposium was attended by 32 food writers and 
almost 200 nutrition professionals. 
In spite of the fact that Americans have steadily improved 
their lives and life spans, it has been only in recent years 
that the word cancer has been spoken aloud. This dread 
disease, a major killer of Americans today, has been the 
subject of countless experiments, surveys and research for 
many years, with each study eagerly scanned by an anxious 
and hopeful population. But, in his talk on “Cancer and 
Dietary Connections - If Any,’ Gori realistically summed it 
all up this way: “We know too little to be effective and too 
much to be unconcerned.” 

Although a large proportion of cancers have been 
linked to dietary habits, apparently the actual components 
of the killer diet cannnot be pinpointed. Fatty intake, lack 
of fiber, hormones and additives, to name a few, have been 
identified in many hypotheses claiming to have discovered 
either carcinogens or cancer-inhibiting agents.

tely, Gori stated, ‘None has been fully verified.” 

The incidence of cancer has been shown to vary be- 
tween sexes and also between countries. In studies made 
comparing Japan and the U.S., the intriguing findings show 
a high incidence of cancer of the stomach in Japan, com- 
pared with a low incidence of that form of the disease in the’ 
USS. 

Smokers without a doubt have a higher incidence of 
cancer in the lungs, but the disease does not appear in any 
other part of the body. There also has been some correla- 
tion between the intake of animal fat and breast cancer, but 
Gori cautions that with typical statistical irrationaltiy, 
breast cancer can also be correlated with the use of nylon, 
stockings! Z 

So what can our scientists point out as guidelines for an 
old age free from the danger of cancer? Regardless of the 
many speculative announcements given as fact, Gori 
summed up the following points as background for limited 
knowledge. 

Evolution did not equip man to acquire defenses to 
grow old. The longer people live, the more they are suc- 
ceptible to the insults of disease and the ineffectiveness of 
their defenses. ‘“‘We can really live on anything up to our 
reproductive age,” reports Gori, “but the objective now is 
functional and healthy old age. Gori summarized these 
simply as a widely varied and lean diet. 

“Fads (diets) are out...and a narrow range of food 
choices is bad,” he said. He did not recommend avoiding 
any specific foods but urged discretion and moderation at 
all times. ‘‘The greatest dietary challenge is in caloric dis- 
cipline,” he emphasized.’ “Conscious regulation of caloric 
intake made without eliminating essential nutrients should 
be practiced.”

Your heart...your health 


“What did you have for lunch today?” was the under- 
lying question in the presentations from some of the na- 
tion’s foremost nutrition researchers given at the sympo- 
sium. 

In his address to this theme, Dr. David Kritchevsky, 
who acted as panel moderator, shared his expertise as asso- 
ciate director of the Wistar Institute in Philadelphia and as 
a member of the American Council on Science and 
Health. f 

Instead of coming out with absolute statements and a 
list of instructions as the panacea to heart disease, Krit- 
chevsky repeatedly stressed that the role of nutrition in 
health should be based on moderation and variety. 

“In diet and heart disease, we need all the nutrients,” 
he stated in answer to questions concerning vitamins A and 
E, fiber, and several of the current nutritional favorites. 
“Every element counts,” he stated emphatically. 

In discussing the background of heart and nutrition 
studies, Kritchevsky recalled the findings of the famous 
Framingham (Mass.) study which resulted in the recogni- 
tion of the signs of possible heart problems: elevated cho- 
lesterol levels, high blood pressure, and the smoking of one 
or more packs of cigarettes daily. 

“Since cholesterol is a component of every cell in the

comedic virtuoso doesn’t want another around, But these 
two complement each other’s madness and zany Outpour- 
ings. Kramer’s bunny hat immediately inspired a rendition 
of “Peter Cottontail.” That led (naturally) to the North 
Pole, where Santa’s happy helpers became belligerent 
teamsters. 

Next came a Roman epic with a lot of “swishing”’ 
through the war. (Both men jab the effeminate in their acts 
but somehow manage to pull the punches.) That led to a 


more recent battle in Lebanon and the TV show “Wide , 


World of War.” Williams and Kramer are commentators 
sizing up the offensives, the Strategies and the gore. (This is 
one of several bits that sociologists could pour over, With- 
out the insanity of war and the crassness of the media this 
would not “work,”’) 

Somewhere in the onslaught there was a Grouch Marx 
impression, then: “Every Bad Science Fiction Film of the 


Fifties.” The eerie sounds, the high drama and the mun- 
dane dialogue. 


Next a Wayne Newton clone in Las Vegas, which 
prompted Secretary of Interior Watt being chastised by 
some Indians. Quickly we’re out in space with a NASA 
flight and a serious technological breakdown (the toilet 
wasn’t working). From the ionisphere: “Well, now you 
jiggle the handle.” 

The Great Swiss Blues were performed by Williams, 
Kramer on harmonica. Incredibly, some girl in the audi-

ence who had been quieted by Kramer earlier started 
heckling Williams, Each time he’d silence her and produce 
sustained laughter. But she’d try again and again. 

It seemed the pair had exhausted everything they 
knew. Thunderous applause, exit. But a standing ovation 
brought Willams back for more. The students knew what 
they had and they’d have kept Williams there all night. 
(But an audience in Albany was to get the same pleasant 
surprise.) Willliams did another 15 minutes, then stdod 
offstage and talked to the starstruck students. 

The drive to Erle’s on Solano Avenue may only be two 
miles from Cal, but culturally it’s another country. Erle’s 
has only recently mixed comedy with its wide range of 
musical sounds. Wednesday featured Righteous Raoul and 
D’Alan Moss. But the foursome from the Bear’s Lair 
would give Erle’s patrons something to talk about. 

The slender club is split by a lengthy bar. Behind the 
Stage is a tiny room where Williams, Kramer and several 
others chatted and joked while the other comics worked. 
(The Marx brothers’ state room in ‘“‘Night at the Opera” 
wasn’t much smaller.) Williams off stage is little different 
from Williams on stage. His fertile mind spins out one- 
liners, But when he’s not talkifg he’s a good listener. Three 
women entered the room, one carrying a five-month-old 
baby. Williams, a father soon-to-be, schoozed with the in- 
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fant and let it clutch his thumb. 
A little later, from an alcove, Williams watched a 


comic working. A man stumbled out of the bathroom and

recognized Williams. “It’s you! I’m drunk, but it’s you!” 


He asked for an autograph — with specifics on what to sign 
— and Williams obliged. 


Close to midnight Kramer and Williams took the - 


stage. This crowd, vastly different from the young people at 
Cal, responded in kind. The brilliant bits the pair comes up 
with are enhanced by passable singing voices, excellent 
dialects and on-target impressions. (When the baby got 
near the stage he was serendaded by Kramer with “You 
Must Have Been a Beautiful Zygote.”) 

Close to 1 a.m., they finished — to their second 
standing ovation of the night. Back in the little room, a 
yery upbeat Robin Williams joked about his now wring- 
ing-wet shirt. Why he works so hard, so often — for free — 
is a mystery to most earthlings. Perhaps Mork misses those 
little messages he used to give at the end of the show. 
Maybe he’s giving the same gift club by club.
